One Phase of the Health Question 


A well-administered health educa- | 


tion program in village, city or State 
is so far-reaching in its results that 
it can not be measured in statistical 
terms. At the same time percent- 
ages and statistical columns may very 
properly indicate the trend in these 
matters and may also be used to show 
marked gains that are being made 
in health work. 

The growth of the work in health 
education in the schools throughout 
the State is indicated in part through 
the organization in several cities of 
departments of health education. De- 
partments of health education have 
recently been organized by the school 
authorities in Ithaca, Lockport and 
Newburgh. Plans are under way 
for the organization of such depart- 
ments in Amsterdam and Oswego. 
Other cities throughout the State are 


planning organizations of this type in | 


which all the health activities in the 
schools will be correlated under the 
general supervision of a director of 
health education. Such an organiza- 
tion recognizes the common aims of 


in part at least a gratifying increase in 
the efficiency of this phase of health 
work. The total examinations during 
the past year in the cities numbered 
193,482 ; in villages employing a super- 
intendent 41,676; in supervisory dis- 
tricts or rural communities 240,670 —

The Junior Red Cross Bureau 


The Junior Red Cross bureau of 
school correspondence was organized 
during the summer of 1920 and will be 
ready after February 1, 1921, to 
receive the requests of American 
schools for correspondence service 


| and to put these schools in touch with 
| schools of similar grade in other 
| sections of the United States, with

English-speaking schools in other parts 
of the world, or with schools in foreign 
countries where other languages are 
spoken. Between October Ist and 
February Ist a try-out of the plan is 
to be made in New York State, thus 
giving to New York teachers and 
children the services of the bureau 
four months in advance of its operation 
in other parts of the country. 

The names and addresses of schools 
in -various countries desiring corre- 
spondence with American schools are 
already on file in the Junior Red | 
Cross offices. Others will be added 
rapidly through the fall. Corre- 
spondence from New York schools 
may now be received for schools in 
France, Italy and Czecho-Slovakia. 


As the list of schools which will be 
available during the fall may not be 
sufficient to supply all the New York 
schools which will wish correspondence 
service, those schools applying first 
will be given precedence. Schools es- 
pecially interested are therefore urged 
to send their letters in early. 

A Teachers’ Handbook setting forth 
the educational values and procedure 
more fully than is possible in this out- 
line may be had from divisional head- 
quarters at a cost of 5 cents. This 
pamphlet was prepared through the 
collaboration of Prof. James F. Hosic, 
head of the department of English, 
Chicago Normal School, and managing 
editor of the English Journal, with the 
Junior Red Cross bureau of school 
correspondence. Professor Hosic is 
now in Europe enlisting the cooperation 
of educational authorities in various 
countries.
